“The Senate of the United States 
of America advises and consents 
to the ratification of said treaty 
with the following reservations and 
understandings as to its interpre- 
tation and effect to be made a part 
of the instrument of ratification: 

1. That whenever two years’ no- 
tice of withdrawal from the league 
of nations shall have been given, 
as provided in article 1 of the 
covenant, the Power giving the 
notice shall cease to be a member 
of the league or subject to the ob- 
ligations of the covenant’ of the 
league, at the time specified in the 
notice, notwithstanding any claim, 
charge or finding of the nonfulfill- 
ment of any international obliga- 
tion or of any obligation under said 
covenant; provided, however, that 
such withdrawal shall not release 
the Power from any debt or lia- 


' bility theretofore incurred. 


Domestic Questions. 

2. That questions relating to im- 
migration, or the imposition of du- 
ties on imports, where such ques- 
tions do not arise out of any in- 
ternational engagement, are ques- 
tions of domestic policy, and these 
and any other questions which ac- 
cording to international law are 
solely within the domestic juris- 
diction are not to be submitted for
